The cabinet made 
an 
announcement 
today that 
the 
government has accepted the consti­ 
tution amendment, providing for es­ 
tablishment of a national workmen’s 
soviet as the third house of the leg­ 
islative body. 
The general strike 
continues to 
grow in other parts of the country. 
It was announced that more than 
400,000 workmen are now affected in 
Essen and Dusseldorf districts. 
A Bavarian army is being formed 
to resist any counter movement eith­ 
er within Bavaria or from Russia. 
(’lose relation* will be established 
immediately wdth Hungary and Rus- 
ia. 
The new 
soviet government 
will 
undertake 
complete 
transformation 
from the capitalists’ regime to com- 
munism, not hesitating to appropriate 
private property. 
The first step in uniting* Germany 
with Hungary and Rus-ia under bol­ 
shevism is believed to have been a c ­ 
complished through establishment of a 
prole ta riel dictatorship in Bavaria. 
The communists have a foothold with­ 
in Germany itself. The propagandiza- 
tiori of the rest of the country is ex­ 
pected to be undertaken immediately. 
The government expressed confidence 
in the ability of W ar Minister Not- 
ske's force* to prevent a general up­ 
rising 
and 
confine communism 
to 
Bavaria. 
The people apparently are 
not so confident. 
Dispatches from 
Munich today retorted that all poli­ 
tical factions have united in sujiport 
of the new government.
